TH  E  fyftein  you  feemed  to  have  adopted,  when  ‘  Lord 

C  . in  unexpedledly  left  you  at  the  head  of  affairs, 

gave  us  no  promife  of  that  uncommon  exertion  of  vigour, 
which  has  lince  illuflrated  your  cbaradber,  and  ^difftnguiffied 
your  adininidration.  Far  from  difo>vering  a  fpirit  bold  enough' 
to  invade  the  rights  of  the  people,  and  the  firft  pnnciplea' 
of  the  conftitution,  you  was  icrupulous  of  exercifing  even  thofe 
powers,  with  which  the  executive. branch  of  the  legUlature  ia 
legally  in  veiled.  We  have  not  yet  forgotten  how  long  Mr 
^^  ilkes  was  fuffered  to  appear  at  large,  nor  how  long  he  waa 
at  liberty  to  canvals  for  the  city  and  county,  with  ail.  the  tcr^ 
of  an  outlawry  hanging  over  hina.  Our  gracious ibvcrcign 
has  not  yet  forgotten  the  extraordinary  care  you  took  of  bis 
dignity,  and  of  the  fafety  of  hb  peiTon,  when,  at  a  criiis 
"  hich  courtiers  affe^ed  to  call  alarming;,  you  left  the  /netro- 
I^lis  expofed  for  two  nights  together,  to  every  fpecies  of 
not  and  diforder.  The  (ecurity  of  the  royal  reffdcnce  front 
htfult,  was  then  fufficieutly  provided  for  in  Blr  O— w— 
liriiitiefs  and  lord  W— — thb  difcrction  ;  while  the  prime 
unnifter  of  Great  Sritain,  in  a  rural  rctiremeht,  and  in  the 
arms  of  faded  beauty,  had  loft  all  memory,  of  hb  fo^of«gn/ 
country,  and  himlclf.  In  thefc  inftances  yon  might  have 
sctcd  with  vigour,  for  yon  would  have  had  the  (anftion  of  the 
l-i'vs  to  lUpport  vou.  The  friend*  of  the  governniont  might 
^  OL.  IV.  '  B  b 
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havf  defended  you  wiihom  flume,  and  moderate  men,  who 
wdli  well  to  ilie  j>eace  and  ^ood  order  of  Ibciciy,  might  have 
had  a  pretence  for  applauding  your  conduct.  But  thefe  it 
feeitn  were  not  otcafioiib  worthy  ol  your  Gi  ace’s  inierpoiition. 
Voii  referved  the  pr<H>rs  of  j^our  intrepid  fpirit  for  trials  of 
greater  hazard  and  imporiunce;  and  now,  as  if  the  moll  dif. 
crjLcetul  relaxation  uf  tlie  executive  aaitboriiy  had  given  ,yqu 
a  (Ui'ui  of  credit  to  indulge  hi  CKcelTes  llill  more  aaMgeiiovt, 
vou  fcein  determined  to  co.npcnfaie  amply  for  your  former  ne- 
ghaentc;  and  to  balance  ilie  non-execiillon  of  the  law's,with  a 
breach  of  the  coiilliiuticMi.*  IVoin  one  exireine  you  fuddenly 
dart  X }  the  other,  witiiout  leaving,  between  the  weaknefs  and 
the  fury  of  the  paf lions,  one  inoiiicni’s  interval  for  the  iinnnefs 
cf  the  underilanuing. 

Thefe  obfervatious,  general  as  they  arc,  might  eafily  be  CR- 
tended  into  a  faithful  hiltory  of  your  Grace’s  adminiflration, 
^id  pcrliaps  may  be  the  employment  of  a  future  hour.  But 
the  hutinefs  of  the  preleiu  moment  vvill  not  luller  me  to  look 
hack  to  a  feries  of  events,  which  ccafe  to  be  interelling  or  im- 
poi  rant,  hecaufe  they  are  fiiccccdcd  by  a  meafure  lo  flngulariy 
daring,  that  it  excites  all  our  attention,  and  engrofles  all  our 
refeiumcnt. 

V*jur  patronage  of  Air  Luttfircldias  been  crowned  wdth  fuc« 
cefs.  With  this  precedent  before  you,  with  the  ]>riuciplcs  on 
winch  it  was  eltahliiiicd,  and  with  a  future  lioufe  of  comntous 
perhaps  Icfs  virtuous  than  the  prefen t,  every  county  in  Englandi 
under  the  aufpices  of  the  ireafury,may  he  re})refcnted  as  com* 
pleitly  as  the  county  of  Aliddlefex.  Pcilierity  will  be  iudcl>t- 
cd  to  your  Grace  lor  not  contenting  yourft  If  with  a  teniponuy 
expedient,  hut  eiuailiug  upon  them  the  iinnieiliate  bleitingsol 
your  ad-iiiniiiration.  Boroughs  were  already  too  much  at  tbc 
ipercY  (jf  goveruinent.  Counties  could  neither  be  purcbaled 
nor  intimidated:  But  their  Xblcma  determined  elec^tlon  may 
be  rejected,  and  the  man  they  detcll  may  be  appointed,  by 
ipiothcf  choice,  to  repreient  them  in  parliament.  Yet  it  b  aa 
milled  that  tlie  Ihcrifls  olieyed  the  laws,  and  performed  thek 
duty.  The  return  they  made  inuft  have  been  legal  and  valid, 
or  uudpubtedly  they  would  have  been  cenfured  for  making  it, 
Witli  .every  gpod-uatured  allowance  for  your  Grace^s  youth 
and  incxpericuce,  there  are  fume  things  which  you  cannot  bat 
Know.  You  ,  cannot  but  know  that  the  right  of  the  frechol’ 
defs  ti)'acihcre  to  lacir  choke  ^even  fuppofmg  it  impropwjjy 
exe.  ud)  was  as  dear  aud  indifpuV^ble  as  ibai  of  the  houic  oT 
i.uu»mous  to  exclude  oue  of  ihei^  CMvn  in  embers  ;  nor  b  it  fot 
IdUe  tor  .you  imt  to  .fee  the  wide  diitance  there  b  between  the 
xifgative  power  uf  rejedieg  one  xaau,  and  the  poiitivt  ^wer 
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f^f.vipointing  another.  The  right  of  expulfiofi,  in  the  m off 
lenle,  is  no  tnor^  than  the  cUitrim  of  parliaments 
Tlir  i  of  election  is  the  vtty  cfl^'ncc  of  the  conflrtittion? 
7o  vl ))  itc  that  right,  and  mttch  more  to  transfer  it  to  arnV 
oilu  r  1 ‘t  of  men,  is  a  Itep  leadlh^  iinrtttfdiatel)  fo  the  di/fblit^ 
li  in  of  all  government.  So  far  as  it  operates,  it  conftrtuie^  a

'riiis  nicafiire,  my  lord,  is  however  attended  with  one  ^On- 
fr(]UciKe  favourable  to  the  people,  Which  1  am  perfttaded  yoi^- 
bid  not  forefee.  While  the  conteft  lay  betvreeti  the  miniftry 
.ind  Mr  Wilkes,  his  fltuation  and  private  chata^er  gave  you 
.'ivlvr.ntages  over  him,  which  common  candoiit,'  If  not  the 
:n  )rv  of  your  former  friendfhip,  fliould  have  fhfbidden  you  16 
in  li  e  life  of.  To  religious  men  you  had  afi  opportunity  df  ex-‘ 
iiirvurating  the  irregularities  of  his  part  life;— to  ihodcfaW  merf 
y  in  held  forth  the  pernicious  confeqiiences  of  faeftion*  Men/ 
nh)  with  this  charatffer  looked  no  farther"  than  to  the  ohjeff 
1h  ihre  tlieni,  were  not  diflatisfied  at  feeing  Mr  Wilkes  exclud¬ 
ed  from  jiarliament.  You  havJ^^now  t^iken  care  to  fliift  the 
i]nrdi  )n  ;  or  rather  you  have  created  a  neW  dne,  in  which  Mr 
\VilU  s  Is  no  more  concerned  than  any  other  Kngli/h^  gentle* 
in  in.  You  have  united  this  country  againft  you  On' one  grand 
innflitntlonal  point,  on  the  decifion  of  which  our  exiftence,  a^ 
a  free  people,  abfolutely  depends,  YoU  have  averted,  lioit  m 
words  but  in  fadt,  that  reprefentation  in  i^rliatncnt  does  nol* 
depend  upon  the  choice  of  the  freeholders.  If  fucha  cafe  ckh’ 
pi.'ubly  happen  once,  it  may  happen  frequently;  it  may  happ^ 
always ; — and  if  three  hundred  votes,  by  any  mode  of  rea^m-’ 
'vhatloever,  can  prevail  againft  twelve  hundred,  the  fathe 
reil'Miing  would  equally  have  given  Mf  Eufterei  his* feat  #fth’ 
ffn  voles,  or  even  with  one.  'I’he  confequenccs  of  this  attack 
Jjion  the  conftitutiott  are  too  plain  and  palpable  liot  ‘to  alarm 
tbc  diilleft  apprehenfion.

could  (land  the  ilTue  of  fuch  a'  conflia  j  and,  with  ^cry 
i’rcjudicc  in  favour  of  your  intentions,  I  fee  no  Aich  abilities  hx 
><>ar  Grace,  as  fliould  entitle  yoii  to  fuccCed^  ill  an  enfcfpi-k^/* 
*  “  "  iiich  ilie  ablelt  and  bafeft  of  jDur  ptedecofTors  harvt  fbtrtid 

tliei#, 
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tbcir  drftruclion.  You  may  continue  to  deceive  your  gracNttS 
inader  with  falfe  reprefentations  of  the  temper  and  conditMm 
of  his  fubje^s.  You  may  command  a  venal  vote,  becaufe  it  is 
the  common  eftablifhed  appendage  of  your  office  :  Butnever 
hope  that  the  freeholders  will  make  a  tame  furrender  of  their 
rights,  or  that  an  Englifti  army  will  j'>in  with  you  in  overturn¬ 
ing  the  liberties  of  their  country.  They  know  that  their  firil 
duty,  as  citizens,  is  paramount  to  all  fubfequent  engagements, 
nor  will  they  prefer  the  difctpline,  or  even  the  honours  of  their 
profeffion,  to  thole  facred  original  rights,  which  belonged  to 
them  before  they  were  foldiers,  and  which  they  claim  and 
poflTcfs  as  the  birthrights  of  Kngliihinen.  -  *  n 

Return,  iny  lord,  before  it  be  too  late,  to  that  eafy  infipid 
fyflein  which  you  firft  fet  out  with.  Take  back  your  millrefs; 
the  name  of  friend  may  be  fatal  to  her,  for  it  leads  to  treachery, 
and  perfecution.  Indulge  the  people.  Attend  Newmarket. 
Mr  Liitterel  may  again  vacate  his  feat;  and  Mr  Wilkes,  if  not 
perfecuted,  would  foon  be  forgotten.  To  be  weak  and  inac¬ 
tive  is  fafer  than  to  l>e  daring  and  criminal ;  and  wide  is  the 
diliance  between  a  riot  of  the  populace  and  a  coiivulllon  of  the 
whole  kingdom.  You  may  live  to  make  the  experiment,*  but 
no  honeA  man  can  wifh  you  Ihould  fur\’ive  it.  ,  *  '  .  •  i

AS  well  you  who  polled  for'  members  as  you  who  did  not,  a 
brother  freeholder  addrefles  himfelf  to  you  all  in  gcnend, 
and  each  in  particular,  of  whatfoever  rank,  calling,  or  purfuit 
in  life  he  be  ;  it  is  now  ufclcfs  to  fearch  into  the  caufes,  or  to 
mark  the  progrefs  of  our  prefent  difturbances;  I  will  attribute

The  freeholders  of  iNliddlcfex  think  they  have  a  right  (as 
freeholders)  to  chnfe  whom  they  pleafc,  to  be  their  reprelen- 
tative  in  parliament,  not  difqiialified  by  law^  The  h-^  of 
. .  think  they  have  a  right  to  expel  from  their  body  any 

perfon  (though  not  dif pialified  hy  law)  who  appears  to  them 
unw’ortliy  a  feat  in  that  h — . 

This  1  take  to  l^e  the  true,  tfie’exacl^  point  of  difference.  I  wilt 
not  fuppofe  any  thing  to  the  difadvantage  of  either  fide I 
will  not  fuppofe  either  to  be  fa(ftious  and  feditious,  or  eithet  So 
lie  venal  and  corrupt ;  1  will  fuppofe  each  fide  to  be  influenced 
only  by  good  motives,  and  to  he  actuated  only  by  right  views.

Siippofe  all. the  freeholders  in  the  kHigdoin^  except  thofe  of 
a  lingle  county,  to  be  of  opinion  that  A.  B.  is  not  worthy  of  a 
If  ii  in  parliament,  but  that  the  freeholders  of  one  county  are 
of  opinion,  that  he  is, — 1  (liould  be  glad  to  kyiow,  whether  the 
tree  holders  of  that  county  ever  delegated  to  the  other  free* 
holders  any  right  or  power  to  put  a  negative  upon  their  cboicci 
h  is  ahfurd  to  fappofe,  that  fuch  a  power  could  ever  be  delcr 
gau  d,  or  that  it  ever  could  exill.
